2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the 
same, including town officers’ salaries, town officers’ expenses, elec- 
tion and registration expenses, expenses of the town hall and other 
buildings, Social Security, police department, fire department, insur- 
ance, planning and zoning, damages and legal expenses, Civil De- 
fense, health department, vital statistics, town dump, town mainte- 
nance (summer, winter, and general expenses), street lighting, town 
road aid, town poor, old age assistance, parks and playgrounds, ceme- 
teries, Capital Reserve Fund, and interest. 


3. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes if necessary. 


4, To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to purchase, 
lease or otherwise acquire from the State of New Hampshire that 
property known as the Hatch Reservation. 


5. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to purchase, 
or otherwise acquire from the State of New Hampshire a certain tract 
of land on Crystal Lake commonly called the Public Beach. 


6. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to appoint a 
Park Commission, this Commission to have the authority and the re- 
sponsibility of supervising town parks. 

7. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to accept 
any funds that may become available for construction and/or adminis- 
tration costs of town parks, and to see if the town will appropriate a 
sum to defray the expenses of town parks. 


8. To see if the town will vote the following Ordinance: no 
new building or structure shall be erected or placed in the Town of 
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Eaton previous to the granting of a building permit by the Board of 
Selectmen. 


9. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to delegate 
the Town Planning Board to act as a Review Board of new buildings 
and structures in the town, the Planning Board to act in this capacity 
only until such a time as a Town Plan is accepted.

13. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money to 
resurface the paved roads in the town. 


14. To see if the town will vote to elect the town clerk for a 
three-year term. Under the provisions of R.S.A. 41:16-A, this term 
to take effect at the next annual town meeting. 


15. To see if the town will vote to elect the town treasurer for 
a three-year term. Under the provisions of R.S.A. 41:26-A, this term 
to take effect at the next annual town meeting. 


16. To see if the town will vote to elect the tax collector for a 
three-year term. Under the provisions of R.S.A. 41:2A, this term to 
take effect at the next annual town meeting. 


17. To see if at future town meetings, the town wishes to hold 
the voting on all articles except number one in the evening. 


18. To act upon any other business that may legally come be- 
fore this meeting. 


19. Polls close at 6 p.m.

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A REPORT FROM THE PLANNING BOARD 


In September, 1967 the then existing vacancies on the Town 
Planning Board were duly filled as prescribed in the Statutes of the 
State and as directed by the Townspeople assembled in special meet- 
ing in August, 1967. Those residents of the Town appointed by the 
Selectmen to fill these vacancies were the following: 


Mr, Richard Heath, Mr. Ernest Nelson (ex-officio), Mr. John 
Edge, Mr. Crosby Milliman, Mr. Allan Robotham, Mrs. Victor Gabriel, 
Secretary, and Mr, August A. Rickert, Chairman. 


Beginning in September, and during the ensuing months ending 
in January, 1968, the Planning Board met ten times, Three trips were 
made to Concord, N. H., by the Chairman for the purpose of confer- 
ring with various officials of the Department of Resources and Eco- 
nomic Development (DRED), including its Director of Planning, 
Miss Mary Louise Hancock, and the Assitant Director, Mr. Randall P. 
Raymond. Mr. Richard A. Tapply, Director of the Office of Com- 
munity Service, DRED, was entertained at lunch by the Board here 
at Eaton as an occasion for him to personally survey Crystal Lake, its 
beach, and the Hatch Reservation. Numerous telephone conversations 
have been held with officials of the Department of Public Highways, 
the Department of Parks, and with others who were thought to be 
able to contribute to the effectiveness of the Planning Board’s work. 


It was obvious to the members of the Planning Board that, in 
the comparatively brief period between their activation in September, 
1967 and the date early in February, 1968 when they would have to 
make their recommendations to the Board of Selectmen and prepare 
their portion of the Town Report, there would not be sufficient time 
in which to address themselves to the entire spectrum of considera- 
tion that confronted them. It was therefore decided at the first meet- 
ing to restrict the attention and the efforts of the Board to two im- 
mediate and pressing problems that concern the Town; namely: 


(1) Under what authority and whose responsibility, State or 
Town, and under what circumstances should the beach at Crystal 
Lake continue to be available to the public as a recreational facility. 


(2) In the absence of an existing Town Plan and the correspond- 
ing lack of the benefits and self-discipline such a guideline for growth 
and development would afford the Town, what temporary yet im- 
mediate steps could and should be taken to conserve the scenic and 
natural beauty of our Town, and to help perpetuate the conservative 
social and community atmosphere traditionally characteristic of the 
Town. . 
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As a result of its deliberations in these two areas of Town affairs, 
the Planning Board makes the following specific recommendations to 
the Board of Selectmen. 

THE BEACH AT CRYSTAL LAKE 
I — The Problem 

A — Annually increasing use of this facility by the public, par- 
ticularly by out-of-towners, resulting in (1) — Overcrowding during 
the daytime, and (2) — The use of the facility after dark, with at- 
tendant difficulties peculiar to this type of utilization, 

B — Lack of proper precautions for public safety. 

C — Lack of proper precautions for public sanitation, beach 
cleanliness, and order. 

D — In reference to both B and C above, the Attorney General’s 
Office has indicated that, under the present conditions and circum- 
stances of public use of the beach, the Town is liable for the opera- 
tion of a public nuisance. 


E — The noise nuisance, until the late hours of the night, espe- 
cially for those residents and taxpayers residing within close proximity 
to the beach area. 

F — Traffic control. 


G — Irresponsible and unsupervised use, to the extent that resi- 
dents and local taxpayers, disgusted by the unclean and dangerous 
condition of the beach and the water, refuse to use it. 


II — Research into Answers to the Problem 
A — Ownership and Responsibility 


(1) — In addition to D in I above, it has been determined with 
the authority of Mr, Stanton C. Otis, Right of Way Engineer, Right 
of Way Division, Department of Public Highways, that: (a) — At 
the time of the relocation of the intersection of Route 153 and the 
Brownfield Road, the amount of land taken for the project in no way 
amounted to enough to establish ownership by the State. A written 
statement to this effect is available to the Selectmen, or their delegate. 
(b) — The beach area is too small to be of any interest to the State 
for possible public administration or use. (c) — The Department of 
Parks would concur in this attitude and opinion, (d) — The Hatch 
Reservation ownership would be available to the Town upon the pay- 
ment to the State of one dollar. (e) — Upon the request of the Town, 
both the Department of Highways and Department of Parks would 
formally and legally petition, in the name of their respective Com- 
missioners, the Governor and Council to turn over unqualified owner- 
ship of these two areas to the Town. 


B — Authority for Recommendation 


After viewing Crystal Lake and its environs, specifically the beach 
and Hatch Reservation, Mr. Richard Tapply wrote to the Planning 
Board: “Solving your beach problem will require wise and careful plan- 
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ning by your Commission. . . . It is a beautiful area and one which 
should be preserved and developed. FUTURE GENERATIONS 
WILL THANK YOU FOR THIS. While so many communities are 
failing to acquire and preserve needed space, here is an opportunity 
for Eaton to preserve one of the loveliest spots in New Hampshire!” 


Mr. Tapply’s advice to the Planning Board in this matter was as 
follows: (1) — In the development of the plan, encompass the pres- 
ent “beach” area and the Hatch Reservation into one recreational fa- 
cility. (2) — Appoint a Town “Park Commission” to administer and 
to accept the authority and the responsibility of supervising the oper- 
ation of this park. (a) — This Commission, obviously, should only act 
as the agents of the Townspeople in this project. The park should, in 
fact as well as theory, be the pride and have the enthusiastic support 
of the community, and this should be evidenced by popular support 
and co-operation with the Park Commission. (b) — There are good, 
bad and indifferent facilities of this kind run by towns throughout the 
State; the Commission should avail itself of the benefit of this experi- 
ence and precedent. 


C — Physical Aspects of the Park 

(1) — The area which constitutes the present “beach” area 
should be fenced in; the Hatch Reservation area should not, (2) — 
There should be erected a foot bridge of rustic design over the water 
between the beach and the Hatch Reservation. (3) — There should 
be erected a building with separate toilet conveniences for men and 
women and. a storage room for maintenance equipment. It is suggested 
that this building should be located in the present Hatch Reservation 
portion of the Park. (4) There should be a ticket booth near the en- 
trance to the parking lot. (5) — There should be a lifeguard tower 
constructed and set in place. 


D — Cost and Financing

2 — Management, Supervision and Maintenance Costs 

(a) — The members of the Park Commission shall serve without 
pay. (b) — The Park Commission, being duly appointed, should have 
the prerogative of determining the management policies of the oper- 
ation, subject to the review of the Board of Selectmen. However, in 
an attempt to arrive at a reasonably realistic cost estimate, the Plan- 
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ning Board offers the following suggestions. (c) — The Park should 
be open from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. each day, from June 15th to September 
15th, for a total of 80 days operation per season. (d) — Two young 
men, with lifeguard training or experience, working eight-hour shifts, 
overlapping from 1 p.m. to 5 p.m., and working a full 12-hour day 
one day per week to afford each other one day off per week — duties: 
raking and cleaning the beach, taking fees, maintaining public build- 
ing, supervising safety of swimmers.

3 — Capital Cost Alleviation 
The Spaulding-Potter Trust is very well disposed to assisting 
communites which thus indicate they are ready to help themselves 
in such local projects of development and improvement. This assist- 


ance takes the form of a dollar-for-dollar arrangement. Authority: Mr. 
Richard A. Tapply. 


The Land and Conservation Fund, administered by the Division 
of Planning, DRED, and supervised by Mr. Joseph Quinn, Division 
of Planning, is also available for assistance in just such projects. Au- 
thority: Randall P. Raymond, DRED. 

III — Specific Recommendation 


A — That the Board of Selectmen, with the assistance of the 
Planning Board, prepare an Article for the Warrant to be voted on at 
the March, 1968 Town Meeting. Such an Article should be based 
upon and reflect the information and suggestions contained in this 
Report, and should determine if the Town will vote to accept the 
general recommendation and appropriate such monies as will be 
needed the first year to start the entire project. 


B — That an additional Article be so prepared which will pro- 
vide such measures as to assure an interim management of the beach 
during the time necessary to finish the entire project, such manage- 
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ment being aimed at preventing a further deterioration of the condi- 
tions herein outlined in detail. This Article would include the fol- 
lowing: 

(1) — Immediate appointment of the suggested “Park Commis- 
sion, the purpose of such appointment at this time being two-fold; 
namely, (a) — To begin gradual take over of the implementation of 
this project, and to work with the Selectmen and the Planning Board 
during this transitional period. (b) — To assume authority and re- 
sponsibility for the management of the beach during this period, tak- 
ing such precautions as are seen to be necessary to prevent the fur- 
ther deterioration heretofore referred. to. 

C — That the Board of Selectmen, dependent upon the vote of 
the Town on the first Article, above, direct the Town’s Attorney to 
prepare, with the assistance of the Planning Board, such communica- 
tions as are necessary to effect the appeal to Governor and Council, 
and to request assistance from the sources referred to in paragraphs 
II, D, 3, above, Capital Costs Alleviation. 


INTERIM CONSERVATION 


I — The Problem 

Conservation of a town’s identity, protection of its natural re- 
sources and beauty, persistence in adherence to its social and com- 
munity values are inviolable because these traits of self-determination 
have been etched upon its history by experience and are evident in 
the traditional way the town meets its difficulties and welcomes its 
opportunities. In other words, these characteristics are as sacred to a 
town as they are to an individual. 

In this era of frantic activity, fiscal pressures, complex and confus- 
ing social and political controversy, when in the great cities the pulse- 
beat of life pounds inexorably, maddeningly, Eaton and places like 
Eaton are the pearls of great price for they are a refuge. 

Eaton has surcease to sell for the ravaged nervous system; fresh, 
invigorating air for the scorched lungs; mountains and meadows, tall 
green trees, and cold, blue brooks sparkling in the sunlight to thrill 
and urge the spirit upward. Eaton also has a calm, quiet way of meet- 
ing the problems of today and tomorrow with the horse-sense, sane 
attitude that served so well yesterday. Eaton is well blessed to wel- 
come tomorrow but steps must be taken to meet that tomorrow more 
than half-way, for there are unmistakable signs that our destiny is just 
around the bend of time. 

Tracts of land have already changed hands from those who knew 
Eaton well and respected and loved the Town for what it is. Other 
changes will follow as surely as night follows day. The need of peo- 
ple “down country,” in the cities, for a refuge from their pressures, 
and the money they are willing to pay to gain that refuge for them- 
selves or those they serve, cannot long be denied. They are coming 
here as surely and as relentlessly as the pioneers traveled to the West, 
for not too dissimilar reasons. 
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These new neighbors will be welcome, first, to be sure, because 
Eaton is a friendly town. They will also be welcome because Eaton, 
in order to pay its way, needs new and additional taxpayers in the 
face of ever-spiralling municipal expense. They will be welcome be- 
cause, if the assets which Eaton possesses are to be turned into dol- 
lars, more people are needed to participate in our economy. 


The only questions remaining to be answered are: These new- 
comers, are they going to change Eaton, or is Eaton going to change 
them? Are they going to bring the city, with its problems and its tur- 
bulence to Eaton, or will Eaton be strong enough, prepared sufficient- 
ly in advance, to maintain its own identity, its character and its beau- 
ty, and grow gracefully and with dignity, according to its own self- 
determination? 

If the Town is going to accomplish this, we, its people, must 
think and act, now! 


II — Research for Answers to the Problem 

A — Conversation with officials in the Department of Resources 
and Economic Development and inquiries of residents of other towns 
all indicate unmistakably that there is no better answer to the prob- 
lem than the establishment of a Town Plan. 

B — As mentioned previously, it is obvious that a Town Plan, 
demanding the time and the deliberation it does, could not be offered 
by the Planning Board this first year. 

C — However, an expedient to answer the immediacy of the 
Town’s need was found after reviewing many measures which other 
towns have adopted as stop-gaps. It was noted that in many of these 
the Planning Board was entrusted and charged with the responsibility 
of projecting one or more of its general activities, thus acting as an 
interim agency to fill the need. 

D — The correctness of this procedure and the right of the Se- 
lectmen to delegate this authority to the Planning Board were checked 
wiht Mr. Raymond of DRED. We have his assurance that the Plan- 
ning Board correctly interprets these circumstances. 


III — Specific Recommendation 

A — That the Board of Selectmen, with the assistance of the 
Planning Board, prepare an Article for the Warrant to be voted upon 
by the Town at the March, 1968 Town Meeting, such an Article to 
enable the Selectmen to designate the Planning Board as an interim 
Review Board of all new structures to be erected in the Town. In- 
cluded in the Article should be the following provisions: 

(1) — That the Planning Board should act in this capacity only 
until such a time as a Town Plan is accepted by the people; 

2 — That this responsibility and authority to review shall not in- 
clude any structure currently existing in the Town; 
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3 — That such a review shall occur only after application for a 
building permit has been made to the Board of Selectmen, and that 
such an application must be made previous to the erection in the 
Town of any new structure, residential or business, advertising or pro- 
motional in nature; and 


4 — That such a review as is thus authorized be governed by 
and include the following: (a) — A study of the projected structure 
as it is revealed in plans, maps, and drawings submitted for considera- 
tion and accompanying the application for a permit to build; (b) — 
Determination of whether such plans meet the laws and the regula- 
tions of the State pertaining to such projects; and (c) — A judgment 
as to whether the structure or the purposes for which it is to be used 
will benefit and contribute to the commonweal of the community. 


5 — That any and all action by the Planning Board, acting in the 
capacity of Review Board, shall be subject to the authority and there- 
fore the support or the rejection, of the Board of Selectmen. 


In closing this, their first report to the Town, it is the purpose of 
the members of the Planning Board to speak of some thoughts which 
have guided them in their deliberations. 


The most important of these, perhaps, is the thread which weaved 
itself in and out of the pattern of all Planning Board discussions; 
namely, an acknowledgment and a total approbation of the Eaton 
resident’s traditional, understandable and equally commendable re- 
sentment against and rejection of any attempt by a State or Town 
official body to invade or even threaten the area of that individual’s 
right to administer, use or develop his own property as he sees fit. 
This right was amply discussed at the original Planning meeting held 
last August. It was unmistakably inferred by the people in their di- 
rection to the Selectmen to reactivate the Planning Board. It is what 
is referred to in the first paragraph of the second portion of this re- 
port under the heading of Interim Conservation. It is to protect this 
right that the Planning Board made the suggestions that it has, and 
wishes to assure that this protection, in the thinking of the Planning 
Board, is as important, if not more so, than even the preservation of 
our scenic beauty and splendor. 


It is the purpose of this Planning Board, as it is meant to be in 
the Statutes of the State enabling such Boards, that in planning for 
the over-all betterment and growth of the Town, this right of the in- 
dividual property owner shall be protected as long as the exercise 
thereof does not violate the rights of neighboring property owners and 
does not interfere with the common good and plans of the Town itself. 


Also importantly contributing to the Planning Board’s thinking, 
and marking the direction in which its future work will take it, is the 
belief that planning should be as little concerned as possible with 
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“don'ts” and instead search out the “do’s” of positive action. It was 
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this philosophy which prompted the plan which the Planning Board 
is offering pertinent to the beach. The Board feels that this is a con- 
structive plan, in that it would make the most of one of the basic 
assets of the Town. The Board believes that this is a plan which will 
produce much benefit now, and will provide future generations with 
a valuable, developed asset for which they will thank us, the present 
generation. 


It is this same line of positive rather than negative approach that 
will be brought to the formation of a Town Plan. This plan will be 
based upon our explorations into the economic and business potential 
of the Town, as this will grow in relation to the financial, population, 
and industrial influences being now created in Boston and New York 
City, in the southern portion of our own State, and in the immediate 
areas of which we are socially and geographically a part. 


The future is formidable. It is confusing as we look ahead, for it 
threatens while at the same time it promises. To face its prospects as 
wisely as can be will take foresight, imagination, courage, faith, ob- 
jectivity, and, above all, cooperation and mutual trust. We submit 
that the efforts of an energetic and dedicated Planning Board, backed 
up by the united support of the Town, will go a long way to meet 
that future.

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NOTES ON CURRENT HISTORY 


1968 


CIVIL DEFENSE 


At Town Meeting March 14, 1967, $450 was appropriated for 
the purchase of radio communication equipment for the use of the 
town in case of fire or other emergency. The selectmen appointed 
Roland Toppan, James Simonds and Keith Henney as a committee 
to work with Civil Defense Director Donald G. McBrien, A careful 
survey was made of possible systems and the Citizens’ Radio Service 
equipment was chosen as the least expensive and the most beneficial. 
Before buying it Messrs. Heath, McBrien and Henney tested it by 
setting up a fixed station on the Stuart Road and carrying portable 
equipment over all the roads in Eaton. Satisfactory communication 
was held from numerous points on every road in town. 


In October 1967, permanent town-owned equipment was in- 
stalled at the home of Highway Commissioner and Constable Richard 
Heath and a mobile unit was placed in the town truck. Similar port- 
able equipment is in the car of Fire Chief Charles Hurll, Throughout 
the winter this equipment has made it possible to get in touch with 
the snowplow truck day or night from wherever it might be. In a 
serious emergency, it could save a house or a life. 


THE EARLY DAYS OF EATON 


At Town Meeting March 14, 1967, $2,000 was appropriated for 
printing a history of the town by Nella and Keith Henney and the 
selectmen were instructed to appoint a committee to take charge of 
the printing and distribution of the book, and handle the finances. 


It was the general sense of those present at the town meeting 
that the history should be a town project, not partly or wholly fi- 
nanced by individual contributions. No provisions were made for the 
return to the town of money from the sales of the book, but the gen- 
eral sense was that any money beyond cost should be utilized for 
“cultural” purposes. 


The Reporter Press gave the town a discount of 10 per cent 
because this was a town and not a private project; and its editor, 
Paul Blanchard, ran a number of free pre-publication advertisements 
in The Reporter. From the response to these ads, the committee de- 
cided to order 600 copies. To date 579 copies have been sold. 


From the “surplus money” from the book, ten volumes of Eaton’s 
early town records (all in bad shape) have been completely rebound, 
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ready to outlast another century or two. Volume 1 (1784-1822) was 
too far gone to rebind. The rebound volumes contain the Clerk’s 
records from 1822 to 1894 and the Selectmen’s records (inventories 
and town finances) from 1811 to 1904. More recent records did not 
need rebinding. 


Other projects were to replace the present official town seal, 
which has the wrong date of the incorporation of the town; to re- 
produce pertinent legal and historical data in the volumes in current 
use so that these data can be safeguarded in the town vault; and to 
do what is necessary to make the vault and its contents safe from 
damage of any sort. 


Some of the committee’s funds were used to make a complete 
transcript of the tape recording of the 1967 Town Meeting to see 
if this should be done annually. The committee recommends that 
such transcripts be made and placed in the vault. They show exactly 
what happened at town meeting.

ELEMENTARY GUIDANCE COUNSELING 

As an Elementary Guidance Counselor for Supervisory School 
Union No. 9 under the Title I Project, I am also a member of the 
teaching staff; and am concerned with the normal learning develop- 
ment of all the elementary school children in the Union. 

Vocational Guidance is a part of my service. I feel that students 
should be exposed to the world of work, and should be helped to un- 
derstand their own abilities and interests so that they can make realis- 
tic choices. Educational Guidance is closely related to Vocational 
Guidance and all other types of guidance, individual or group. 

In addition to my personal contacts with students and consulta- 
tions with teachers and parents, I give such tests as the Stanford 
Achievement Test, the Lorge-Thorndike I.Q. Test, and the State-Wide 
test for the eighth grades. These I evaluate and correlate in statistical 
form. 

I am also trying to launch research on the effectiveness of the 
guidance program as regards its value to school children in their learn- 
ing and developmental attitudes toward school.

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WHY SPEECH THERAPY? 


A child sits silently in his first grade classroom day after day 
unable to communicate with the other children or the teacher because 
his speech has not developed as rapidly as the other children’s speech. 
A girl in Kennett High School dreads being called on in class because 
her hesitant, stuttering speech makes talking so difficult for her. Across 
the hall another student is straining to catch all that the teacher is 
saying. This student is handicapped by a hearing loss. 


These are just some of the cases in our school union which have 
been helped through speech therapy. A total of 125 students have 
been enrolled in this new remedial speech program. The following 
breakdown shows the number of students enrolled in speech therapy 
from each school: 


Conway — 22 Tamworth — 20 
Pine Tree — 10 Madison — 7 
John Fuller — 24 Jackson — 3 
Kennett — 12 Chatham — 2 
Bartlett — 15 Freedom — 10 


Defective speech can be defined as speech which calls attention 
to itself. When a child uses speech that is not normal or that calls 
attention to itself, a program of speech therapy is necessary. Our goal 
is to help the child with defective speech attain normal, acceptable 
speech. 


To facilitate this end we are fortunate enough to have some very 
up-to-date equipment, including one item of special importance — a 
video tape recorder. This machine is like a miniature TV camera in 
that a child’s image can be recorded on tape along with his voice. We 
then play the tape back so the child can see and hear himself on the 
TV screen. This has proven invaluable in correcting some children’s 
speech. 


Speech difficulties are not something that occur only in other 
communities to other people’s children. We have realized that fact 
here in School Union No. 9 and have set up an adequate program of 
speech therapy to help those children who need help in speech.
